County BOE members approve several 
personnel matters during special meeting

The Coffee County Board of 
Education met Wednesday 
morning, June 28, for a special 
meeting and discussed several 
matters. 

Superintendent Dr. Linda 
Ingram presented board mem- 
bers with a draft salary schedule 
for members to review. After the 
members have a chance to 
review ‘the draft schedule, 
Ingram said they will be able to 
vote. on it at the next. board 
meeting. 

Ingram noted the . state 
approved a five percent pay 
raise’ for educators © which 
required the school system to 
adjust it’s salary schedule to 
accommodate the requirement. 

Board members also looked at 
and. approved a proposal from 
Ingram to lengthen the number 
of work days for some employ- 
ees including secretaries, jani- 
tors, CNP workers, principal 
and counselors, 

Ingram said the ‘legislature 
approved five additional school 
day for students requiring the 
school year to include 180 
instructional days rather that 
175 instructional days, This led 
her to recommend the additional 
work days, for the above men- 
tioned employees. 

Dr. Ingram also told board 
members during the meeting 
that a a good Parent Advisory 
Committee meeting had recent- 
ly been held, She said approxi- 
mately 20 parents with repre- 
sentatives from each school 
attended the meeting. 

A couple of items Ingram said 
the group discussed were dress 
code and cellular phones. 
a ee 


During last Wednesday’s 
meeting, Ingram told board 
members there are some things 
she would like the board to try 
and address regarding the dress 
code for students. 

Dr. Ingram presented several 
recommendations in regards to 
personnel matters. Board mem- 
bers in attendance (board mem- 
ber Scotty Hunko was not pres- 
ent). unanimously voted to 
accept the superintendent's rec- 
ommendations.

Eventually, Farmall sold out 
to Case International, but in 
2004, Case reintroduced the 
Farmall name with .a new, prod- 
uct line.

ignating 48 Alabama counties as 
primary natural disaster areas 
due to the Ongoing drought, 

Riley and Sparks trayeled to 
Washington, DC last week and 
requested the disaster declara- 
tion. 

“High temperatures and lack 
of rain are taking a real toll'on 
our farmers. There's been a lit- 
tle rain lately, but drought con- 
ditions continue in many parts 
of the state, This step will pro- 
vide some real help for our 
farmers,” Governor Riley and 
Commissioner Sparks said in a 
joint statement. “We greatly 
appreciate Secretary Johanns 
and our congressional. delega- 
tion for working with us on this 
important effort.” 

A total of 48 Alabama coun- 
ties were designated primary 
disaster areas due to losses 
caused by drought and high 
temperatures that occurred from 
Jan. 1, 2006, and continuing. 


The counties include: 
Baldwin, Barbour, Bibb, 
Bullock, Butler, Chambers, 
Cherokee, Choctaw, Clarke, 


Clay, Ciftce, Colbert, Conecuh, 
Coosa, Covington, Crenshaw, 


Cullman, Dale, Elmore, 
Escambia, Etowah, Franklin, 
Geneva, Greene, Hale, Henry, 
Houston, Jackson, Lauderdale, 
Lawrence, Lee, Macon, 
Madison, Marengo,’ Mobile, 


Monroe, Montgomery, Morgan, 
Perry, Pike, Randolph, Russell, 
St. Clair, Sumter, Tallapoosa, 
Tuscaloosa, Washington and 
Wilcox.

Let’s Go... . 
Outdoors with Ben

Catching hot 
weather bass 


Fishing during the heat wave we have had for the last few days 
can be the acid test of a fisherman's stamina. [even heard one fel- 
low say. it was so hot and dry. at his fishing hole that’he had to pick 
the ticks off the bass he had caught before putting them in the live 
well. That may not be quite true, but he did make his point about 
the hot weather. 

Bass and people like to rest in the coolest place they can find 
when the thermometer starts climbing. But bass must continue to 
eat in hot weather. They may switch to, ambush tactics, though, 
rather than chasing shad and other baitfish. Fishermen can take 
adyantage' of a’ bass’s change of habits by. fishing areas that afford 
bass protection from the sun’ but also allows them to make short 
dashes from their cover to grab’a snack. ' 

Fishermen should select baits that can compete with natural for- 
age in order to entice summer bass tohit.. Baits that may be hot in 
the spring and fall when fish are feeling frisky may be non-produc- 
tive during the heat of.the summer. Bass have a way of making liars 
out of fishermen and outdoor writers, but most agree, that there are 
more productive baits for high noon fishing in the summer than a 
top water bait. 

This same top water bait may be dynamite during the spring and 
fall during this time of day, True, bass can be caught during mid day 
with a top water plug, but is usually a set of circumstances coming 
together like fishing the edge of aquatic vegetation like lily pads 
when a cloud moves in and blocks out the sunlight. 

Retrieve speed can make the difference between strikes and get- 
ting skunked. Most of us tend to retrieve crank baits too fast during 
hot weather. A big bass prefers to lie in wait for a slow moving bait- 
fish to swim within a few feet-so that a short dash from its’ liar is all 
that is needed for a meal. Crank baits can be deadly this time of 


year, but a slow, crawling retrieve, with a few efratic jerks and 


twitches to make the bait look like an injured baitfish is usually best 
during a heat wave. 

Plastic worms, lizards, slugs, etc. are one of the’most productive 
baits for hot weather fishing. A Carolina or Texas rigged worm is 
hard to beat when it comes to a slow, bass enticing retrieve. A jig 
with a curly tail grub attached that can be fished very slowly is a 
killer, especially if the water is deep enough for vertical jigging. 
Fish secluded coves with a good forest canopy overhang where the 
water will be a bit cooler, 

Remember to use plenty of sunscreén, ‘and it may not hurt to 
check your fish for ticks, as hot as it has been lately, that fellow may 
not have been lying!

THE ELBA CLIPPER 
‘ June 11, 1903 

The oxen were unhitched and 
the wagon was rolled on the flat 
by hand. The impact of the front 
wheels of the wagon rolling on 
the flat broke the tie chain and 
the flat started across the river 
with only the front wheels on it. 
For a moment it looked as 
though the wagon and load 
would drop in the river, (very 
deep there) but the wagon had 
acquired sufficient ‘momentum 
for the rear wheels to. jump 
aboard just as the shore end of 
the flat slid off the first portion 
of the sloping bank. 

The building secured for the 
print shop was an old residence 
in the North Western part of the 
town.

Managing water restrictions in n the home landscape 


Water when plants are just 
beginning to wilt and resist 
low watering as this only pro- 
duces shallow root systems. By 
watering less frequently but for 
longer periods of time, you will 
promote deep, healthy root sys- 
tems that can withstand. dry 
periods mitch easier. 

Water ‘so that plants and/or 
lawns receive one to one-and-a- 
half inches of water per week 
(take into account rainfall), This 
may be done in split applica- 
tions of 1/2 * 34 inches twice a 
week or one deep watering once 
a week. To determine how long 
it takes your sprinkler system to 
output one inch of water, place 
several shallow, flat-sided pans 
on the ground to catch water 
while irrigating and determine 
the time it takes to collect one 
inch of water. 

Water your plants and lawn 
during the early morning hours, 


between 4 AM and 10 AM to 
maximize water uptake. When 
applying water to beds or gar- 
dens, direct water applications 
to plant roots rather than an 
over-the-top approach. Wetting 
the foliage not only encourages 
disease but may also Jessen the 
amount of water your plant 
roots recdjve due to evapora- 
tion. R 

Drip irrigation and/ot soaker 
hoses are efficient at directing 
water towards. the root system 
and will retluce water use by up 
to 50% compared to traditional 
sprinklers. 

Finally, consider planting 
drought resistant plants: suited 
for South Alabama. A list of
